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20 SEMI-FINALISTS CHOSEN 
IN AMBASSADOR SEARCH 





After interviewing over 130 applicants 
for our 1978 Walt Disney World Ambas- 


sador position, the field has been narrowed 


to 20 semi-finalists early this week. 

The job of determining the semi- 
finalists fell to our Selection Committee, 
who spent nearly ten hours a day all of 
last week meeting and interviewing the 
hostesses and hosts applying for the 
position. This year’s Selection Com- 
mittee included Judi Perry of Guest 
Relations, Dee Bruton of Casting, Wally 
Surak of Employee Relations, Bill Spidle 
of Photography, and Marita Orr of 
Entertainment. 

This year’s expansion from 10 semi- 
finalists to 20 was introduced to broaden 
the field of applicants meeting with the 
Final Selection Committee on Thursday, 


October 20. That committee will then 
announce the four Ambassador finalists 
on Friday, October 21. 

But between now and October 20th, 
the 18 hostesses and 2 hosts have plenty 
of work to do; including additional inter- 
views, meetings, photography sessions, 
and a live interview situation simulating 
a television talk show. For this, WDBO 
Sports Director Tracy Dent interviewed 
each applicant before color television 
cameras and stage lights, with the 
resulting video tapes going to the Final 
Selection Committee to assist them in 
identifying the “stage presence” of each 
hostess and host. 

While all of these selection processes 
are going on here, the same is going on at 
Disneyland. And after the announcement 


of the four finalists for here and Disney- 
land is made on October 21st, all eight 
will be on hand at Walt Disney World 
to participate in our upcoming Golf 
Classic the first week of Nove mber. 


With each theme park narrowed to 
four finalists, our search really gets down 
to brass tacks! Our four finalists will then 
go to California and meet their four. .. 
and then go for their final interview with 
top executives of Walt Disney 
Productions. 


By then, the die is cast. . .but held in 
absolute secrecy until special ceremonies 
on Friday, November 11, when our 1978 
Walt Disney World Ambassador is 
announced!

SYSTEM ACTIVATED 


As more and more underground 
utilities are added at Walt Disney World 
. . And as memories dim as to their exact 
location. . .the likelihood of striking one 
of these utilities by accident greatly 
increases. With the possible result of 
disrupted telephone service, broken water 
mains, the danger of leaking gas, a shovel 
into a 12,000 volt cable, or a geyser of 
high temperature hot water! 

How do we head off such a problem? 
Many cities now use a central clearing 
house for prospective excavator work, so 
that digging can proceed safely. 

Here at Walt Disney World, we have 
gone one step further with a one-call 
digger information system. The Reedy 
Creek Utilities Company, in cooperation 
with Vista Florida Telephone Company, 
Facilities Engineering and Survey, is 
establishing a one-call system to clear all 
digging at Walt Disney World. . .anywhere 
on our 27,400 acres of property! 

Ted Crowell, Vice President of 
Facilities Division, has recently issued 
instructions implementing this new 
system for everyone, including outside 
construction contractors. 

The one-call telephone number is 
824-5777. An answering device will take 
the digging request information, and after 
careful underground utilities research, the 
requestor is given a “go ahead” or stopped 
with all pertinent information following 
the request. 

Bill Williams, Construction Manager 
for Reedy Creek Utilities Company, set 
up the system in his offices from where 
it will be operated. Bill explained that all 
requests will be taken 24-hours-a-day. . . 
so remember, to dig at Walt Disney World 


call 824-5777 for permission and clearance!
